Attacks Bond Issues. 
„Wealth has never yet sacrfliced 
itself on the altar of patriotism,” de- 
clared the Wisconsin senator, labeling 
the wealthy as “rich slackers.” At- 
tacking bond igsues, he said: 

“Tt may be argued that the poor 
equally with the rich will haye the op- 
portunity to purchase war bonds. It is 
small comfort to have the opportunity 
to purchase bonds, if you have little or 
no money to invest in bonds. The late 
‘Liberty loan’ is a good example of 
bonds sold to the poor or those of lim- 
ited means. All the machinery of the 
government was set in motion to sell 
these bonds to the small investor.” 


; Weeks Defends Bill. 

In reply Senator Weeks declared the 
pending bill provides a fair distribution 
between taxes and bonds, with more 
taxes than other belligerents imposed 
during their first year of war. 

War taxes, Senator Weeks sald, should 
be imposed gradually so as not to in- 
jure business and tax sources and sub- 
sequent generations should be made to 
pay a part of the war burdens for the 
benefits they will receive. He declared 
the imposition of a heavy tax on in- 
comes in this country and none in Can- 
ada would result in business being driven

Newspapers Suppressed.

The only journals ap- 
pearing in Barcelona are the Vanguar- 
dia, which prints only official and inac- 
curate reports, and tne Diagrafico, com- 
monly believed to be subsidized by the 
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Germans. 

The correspondent heard authoritative- 
ly that an armed rising was being pre- 
pared for the end of the year by pro- 
moters of the recent conference of Cat- 
elonian deputies in the event of their de- 
mands being refused by the Madrid gov- 
ernment, but the present outbreak does 
not appear to be supported by the Cate- 
lonian leaders, it being confined to dis- 
contented workingmen. ' 

The movement seems certain to fail 
because of its lack of organization. 
There is no indication that it is sup- 
ported by any part of the army. Order 
probably will be restored in a few days.
